Re-zoning.-     West  End  Area 


An  application  was  received  from  the  Director  of  Planning  and 
Civic  Development: 

1.  a)  To  amend  the  text  of  the  Zoning  and  Development  Bylaw  to 

establish  a  new  district  schedule,  to  be  known  as  RM-4A 
Multiple  Dwelling  District,  and  consequential  amendments 
to  the  Zoning  and  Development  By-law. 

b)  To  rezone  approximately  305  acres,  as  shown  on  the  attached 
*map,  outlined  (-  —  —),  from  the  current  RM-4  Multiple 
Dwelling  District  (high  density),  to  an  RM-4A  Multiple 
Dwelling  District  (high  density). 

2.  a)  To  amend  the  text  of  the  Zoning  and  Development  By-law  to 

establish  a  new  district  schedule,  to  be  known  as  a  C-2A 
Commercial  District  (suburban),  and  consequential  amend- 
ments to  the  Zoning  and  Development  By-law. 

b)  To  rezone  approximately  50  acres,  outlined  (•••■••■i),  from 
a  C-3  Commercial  District  (medium  density),  to  a  C-2A 
Commercial  District  (suburban). 

3.  To  rezone  all  lands  lying  to  the  south  of  Beach  Avenue, 
between  Nicola  and  Thurlow  Streets,  that  are  now  zoned 
RM-4  Multiple  Dwelling  District  (high  density)  to  an  RS-1 
One  Family  Dwelling  District. 

4.  To  rezone  Lots  23-26  inclusive,  Block  32,  D.L.  185,  situated 
at  the  north-west  corner  of  Haro  and  Bute  Streets,  from  an 
RS-1  One  Family  Dwelling  District  to  an  RM-4 A  Multiple 
Dwelling  District. 

(*The  map  referred  to  is  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's 
office.) 
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The  Technical  Planning  Board  and  the  Vancouver  City  Planning 
Commission  recommended  approval  of  the  application. 

Mr.  A.  D.  Geach,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Community  Planning 
Division,  Department  of  Planning  and  Civic  Development/  explained 
to  those  present,   the  purposes  of  the  rezoning  proposals,  indicating 
it  was  the  first  step  towards  implementing  the  West  End  Policy 
Guidelines  .

(It  is  noted  that  Alderman  Pendakur,  not  being  present  at  the 
Public  Hearing  on  January  18th,  abstained  from  voting  on  any  of  the 
foregoing  resolutions.)
